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Abstract: On the butterflies of Soutpansberg Mountains (South Africa) (Lepidoptera).- Cent. ent. Stud., Misc. 

Pap. 88/89: 1-13. 

This paper deals with the butterfly fauna of the Soutpansberg Mountains. Totally 164 species are listed with 

faunistical references and collecting information. A new subgenus, Azanisis is established in the family 

Lycaenidae. Papilio (Princeps) dardanus ssp. tibullus Kirby is recorded as new to South Africa. 
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The Soutpansberg Mountains situated north of the Tropic of Capricorn in the Limpopo (Transvaal) 
Province of South Africa. It extends in an east-west direction for about 210km, with a width up to 
60km and the surface area of 6800km 2 (Berger, et al. 2003). Floristically, about 2500-3000 vascular 
plant taxa are known to occur in this mountains. The flora of the Soutpansberg is represented by the 
endemic taxa in 55%. Approximately 10% of the plants occuring within the Soutpansberg can be 
considered succulent (Hahn, 2003a, 2003b). Hahn evaluates this mountains as a centre of biological 
diversity and endemism. 

As to the Lepidoptera fauna of the Soutpansberg Mountains, there are unfortunately very little 
published information in the literature. According to le Roux (2003), as many as 309 species and 
forms are expected from the Soutpansberg Mountains among the 852 species of butterflies in the 
whole South Africa. Butler (2001) gives 90 species of butterflies from western Soutpansberg in a 
checklist. In this preliminary paper, published faunistical information concerning the butterflies of 
the Soutpansberg Mountains has been compiled. 

During our short visits to Medike and Lajuma Mountain Reserve 2 , personally collected or observed 
species are also added to this list. Totally 164 species are presented below under the related families 
in the alphabetical order. In each species, faunistical references are mentioned chronologically. 
Papilio (Princeps) dardanus ssp. tibullus Kirby is apparently first record to the South African fauna. 
The status of this subspecies is also discussed below. 

Next faunistical publications regarding the Soutpansberg Mountains will appear with more 
comprehensive information of this very interesting region 3 . 
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very much indebted for realizing our expeditions to the Soutpansberg Mountains and revising the 
text from the lepidopterological standpoint.

Ackery et al. (1995) considered tibullus to be a valid 
subspecies of Papilio (Princeps) dardanus, distributing 
from eastern Kenya, eastern Tanzania, Malawi to 
Mozambique and Zimbabwe. Williams (2003) cites the 
distribution of the valid subspecies tibullus Kirby as 
Kenya, Tanzania, Malawi and Zambia. He illustrates 
both sides of the both sexes of tibullus very well. Our 
specimens from Lajuma fit absolutely to Williams's 



figures from Kenya. It seems that Lajuma is the 
southernmost reliable locality for the subspecies tibullus. 
Comparing the published faunal information by Pringle 
(1994), Ackery (1995), Vari, Kroon & Kruger (2002), 
and Williams (2003), tibullus Kirby is recorded here for 
the first time as a representative of an indigenous 
population of South African dardanus. This region 
should be investigated for the possible intermediate 
forms of the two subspecies cenea and tibullus.

Abstract: About the Studies on the Pyralidae (Lepidoptera).- Cent. ent. Stud., Misc. Pap. 88/89: 
14-15. 

This short note deals with the nomenclature of some Pyralidae taxa from Turkey and South Africa. 
In the Phycitinae subfamily, Iangaigheria, new genus name for Joannisia Balinsky,1994 is 
proposed here, as it is junior homonym of Joannisia Kieffer,1895 (Diptera) and Joannisia 
Dall,1895 (Mollusca). This genus is represented in Africa. In the Crambinae subfamily, Agriphila 
melike, new species name for Agriphila asiatica Ganev & Hacker, 1984, as it is junior primary 
homonym of Agriphila deliella ssp. asiatica Bleszynski,1965 from Afghanistan. Agriphila melike, 
inhabits in South Turkey. Taxonomical status of the South African specific name Macalla confusa 
Janse,1922 is discussed. Denticera Amsel,1961 is introduced as junior subjective synonym of 
Nephopterix Hiibner,[1825]. Denticera sardzeella Amsel,1961 is also placed as junior subjective 
synonym of Nephopterix divisella (Duponchel,1842). Faunistically three Pyralid species group 
taxa, omitted in the Australian fauna, are mentioned.

Cesa'nin 7 nomenklatur, fauna, taksonomi, cografya ve bibliyografya ile ilgili veri tabani 
programlanndaki guncel bilgilerin yanisira, Balkanlar, Turkiye, Iran, Pakistan, Kazakistan, 
Kirgizistan, Filipinler, Guney Afrika ve Etiopya'da yapilan bilimsel arastirmalar sirasinda elde 
edilen zengin materyale dayanarak "Eski Diinya Pyralidae Faunasi" cahsmalarinin alt yapisi 
onemli olcude olusturulmustur. Bu konudaki arastirmalanmizin en az 30 yillik bir gecmisi vardir. 
Halen bu familya ile ilgili cahsmalarimiz, 4600'den fazla sayida tur ile 900'den fazla cins 
kategorisindeki taksonu kapsamaktadir. Yakin gelecekte bu familya ile ilgili olarak, bolgesel 
kontrol listeleri, fauna arastirmalan ve Cesa koleksiyonlarmi tamamlayici nitelikte ornek 
kataloglarmin yayimlanmasina baslanacaktir. Bu nedenlerle, on arastirmalanmiz sirasinda oncelikli 
olarak duzeltilmesi gereken nomenklatur ve fauna bilgileriyle ilgili birkac husus asagida 
belirtilmistir. 

Guney Afrika Pyralid' leri Hakkinda: 

1. Bu ulkenin Pyralidae veri tabani hazirlanirken isimlendirme ile ilgili olarak Vari, Kroon & 
Kruger'in (2002) katalogu esas ahnmistir. Katalogda Guney Afrika' daki bazi Phycitinae turleri icin 
Balinsky (1994) tarafindan kurulan bir cins ismine, primer homonim olmasina ragmen gecerli isim 
olarak yer verilmistir. Bu duzeltmenin yapilmasi icin bir duyuru, daha once Kocak (1997) 
tarafindan yayinlanmistir. Aradan gecen 5 yil icinde gerekli diizeltmenin yapilmadigi, Vari, Kroon 
& Kruger'in (2002) cahsmasinda Joannisia Balinsky, 1994 isminin hala gecerli olarak kullamldigi 
gorulmustiir. Bu nedenle, hazirlanmakta olan veri tabani programlanmizin da geregi olarak, ihtiyac 
duyulan diizeltme asagidaki sekilde gerceklestirilmistir. Gen? homonim olan bilimsel ismin yerine, 
Soutpansberg Lepidoptera faunasi ile ilgili arastirmalarimiza destek olan meslektasimiz Prof Dr. 
Ian Gaigher'in adi verilmistir.

Guney Afrika Lepidopter'leriyle ilgili olarak yayinlanan son katalogun 89. sayfasinda (Vari, 
Kroon & Kriiger, 2002), "Macalla confusa Janse,1922" ayni anda Epilepia melanosparsalis 
Janse,1922 turiinun gene sinonimi ve Macalla cinsinin gecerli tur ismi olarak kullamlmistir. Bu 
durumun, eger bilinmeden yapilmis bir hata ise duzeltilmesi, aksi takdirde soz konusu taksonun 
siniflandirmadaki pozisyonunun arastinlmasi gerekir.
